Tue Late Cuartes Samrson. <A meeting of the booksellers was held this 
forenoon, at the store of Little, Brown & Co., to express their feeling in rela- 
tion to the death of one of their number, the late Charles Sampson, of the 
house of Phillips, Sampson & Co., and was called to order by Mr. Augustus 
Flagg. Uriel Crocker was chosen chairman and W. H. Dennet, Secretary. 
Appropriate remarks were made by the chairman, and on motion of Mr. 
Thomas Niles a committee of three, consisting of Measrs. J. T. Fields, A. H. 
Rice and Joshua Lincoln, was appointed to present resolutions, which were 
unanimously adopted. 

Mr. Fields, on presenting the resolutions, prefaced them with the follow- 
ing remarks : 

To-day we are assembled for a sad purpose. The voice of God has again 
called away one of our number, and we meet in solemn fraternity to speak 
together of the death of our friend and associate, Charles Sampson. 

The disease which has so long been impending over him, and which he 
resisted so many years with such heroic spirit, at length has worn away his 
life, and now he lies powerless in the unyielding grasp of the cestroyer. 

It is fit that we come in affectionate fraternal sympathy to this place, 
where, but a few years ago, we were accustomed so often to greet another 
well-beloved member of our board, now at rest forever. 

In testimony of the esteem in which we held him so recently taken from 
us, we meet this morning to record our sense of the loss we have sustained ; 
and it is therefore 

Resolved, That we receive the painful intelligence of our brother's death 
with profound sorrow. 

That we have always recognized in him a man faithful and conscientious 
in the discharge of all the duties of life; a man of clear judgment, firm pur- 
pose, resolute will, Jiberal-hauded and just. 

That we earnestly sympathize in their loss with those of his family who 
remain, and with his late partuers. 

That we will attend the body of our friend to his grave, and that we will 
close our places of business during the funeral services and the remainder of 
his burial day. 

On motion of T. M. Brewer it was voted that copies of the resolutions be 
sent to the family of the deceased, and also to his late partners in business. 
March 5, 1859.—Boston Transcript.

We have alluded to a truly international book, Allibone’s Critical Die. 
tionary, just published in America; we wish it augured some better feeling 
on the subject of copyright, but we hear from rather too good a source to be 
discredited, that an effort has been made by certain influential booksellers in 
the United States, during the revision of the tariff now before the United 
States Government, to raise the duty on the importation of English books 
from 8 per cent., as at present, to 80 percent. ; if this is true, it is too bad— 
we say it emphatically, it would be adding insult to injustice. The last two 
years a great impulse has been given to the demand for goed English edi- 
tions; the proposed alteration would be tantamount to prohibiting the sale 
altogether of English books. There is only one consolation, that so manifestly 
unjust a measure would be likely to enlist the interest of the American peo- 
ple in favor of an international copyright: yet when we see such books re- 
printed as Buckle’s History of Civilization, the new Herodotus, Whewell’s 
Inductive Sciences, Mrs. Jameson’s Fine Art works, and others in imitation 
of English style, it is evident that, in addition to cheap reprints, a strong 
effort is being made t» close to us the American demand for good workman. 
ship. The subject referred to is deserving the best and immediate attention 
of our government: we cannot but think that if one-tenth of the agitation 
given to obtain the repeal of the paper duty—an imaginary grievance after 
all—were given to this important subject, a cause for negotiating for a treaty 
with the United States Government would be found. 


The subject of repeal of the paper duty had its annual gathering of advo- 
cates last week. There is much to be said on both sides, but hitherto the 
talk has been all on one side. We fancy generally publishers sympathize 
more with Mr. Bohn’s view, but no one being sufficiently interested, expres- 
sion has not been given thereto; it is doubtful whether there will be less 
objection to any other mode of raising the million and a quarter sterling ; it 
is doubtful whether the remission of any tax will do less service to com. 
merce, because all duty on exported paper is returned, giving in fact an im- 
petus to the foreign trade an absence of duty would hardly effect: It is 
doubtful whether any remission of taxes will less benefit the working class, 
or serve less the interests of literature; but then it is also doubtful, whether 
any remission of tax will more entirely benefit a wealthy class—of mill-own- 
ers, stationers, and newspaper proprietors. On the other hand some recog- 
nition of copyright in America would cheapen to the people our best books; 
Macaulay, Carlyle, Hallam, Alison, Dickens, Thackeray, and Bulwer Lytton, 
obtaining fair remuneration from their million of readers in America, would 
no longer require all their recompense from their own people, whilst the 
absence of paper duty could make no difference either to author or reader. 


Messrs, Longman and Co. have a long list of announcements, including a 
new book on Ceylon, by Sir J. Emerson Tennant; Prairie Farming in Amer- 
ica, by Mr. James Caird; A Third Series of Essays on the Unity of Worlds 
and of Nature, by the Rev. B. Powell; The Art of Dining, by L. F. Simpson; 
and two or three books from the Hindustani; also A History of the Applica- 
tion of the Roman Characters to the Languages of India, by Monier Williams, 
M. A. 


Messrs. Smith and Elder have several new books on the eve of publica- 
tion—A Lady’s Escape from Gwalior; Christianity in India, by Mr. Kay; a 
book on Hong-Kong and Manilla; and Mr. Swainson’s promised Work on 
Australia; also a Life of Mr. Hume, for some time Secretary to the Board of 
Trade; and An Essay on the Oxford Museum, by Dr. Acland and Mr. Rus- 


kin. 


There have been 912 new books and new editions published in America 
during 1858, of which there were 177 reprints from England, 35 new edi- 
tions of books previously published, and 10 translations from the French and 
German, leaving 690 new American works; this includes all publications, 
and a large number of the American are but sermons, pamphlets, or letters, 
whereas the reprints are in most cases bona-fide books, 


A contributor to the Journal Général de la Librairie, estimates the total 
number of publications issued from the French press in 1858, at 13,000: this 
of course includes sermons, pamphlets, plays, pieces of music, and engrav- 
ings: he states that from some considerable study of the publications issued, 
he is convinced that the year has been a good one for literature; he con- 
tinues—“ What I have ascertained is, that there is in all departments a very 
great activity, and that although many ephemeral publications are printed 
and reprinted without much care on the part of both authors and publish- 
ers, the same cannot be said of the works proceeding from writers and book- 
sellers whom reputation obliges to do well; ” it would seem that in no year 
has more progress been made on so many intellectual points in France. ‘ In- 
tellectual progress,” +he says, ‘shows itself everywhere, and some of our 
great towns have entered into rivalry with Paris in typographical art and 
industry—finally, 1858 has been a good year, there have been workmen in 
every branch of human knowledge, authors and publishers have competed in 
zeal; let us hope that honor and profit may encourage them.” 





There are at present twenty-five apartments and thirteen transcribers, 
besides attendants, engaged on the compilation of the British Museum Cata- 
logue. The new number of the Edinburgh Review gives an interesting paper 
on the subject: the writer commences by likening an attempt at reviewing 
the new catalogue to that of writing an architectural essay on the Chinese 
Wall, a brick in this instance being a specimen of the building, and a com- 

rehension of its real extent in fully realizing what that mystery a million 
means, that appearing to be about the number of entries to be contained in 
this catalogue: the portions at present in the reading-room consist of 572 
volumes, A to G, and 405 of the supplement, H to Z, containing only acces- 
sions since 1846: when H to Z of the main catalogue is ready the whole will 
be incorporated. These 977 volumes do not by any means represent the ap- 
proach which has been made towards the completion of the work. Titles 
for all the immense accessions between 1838 and 1846 are written, and ready 
for insertion, and since it appears by a return dated June 30, 1853, that only 
one-fifth of the works in the library then remained to be catalogued, and the 
Jabor has never been relaxed, it follows that the entire task cannot be very 
far from its fulfilment; the writer surmises from present data, that in three 
or four years more the general catalogue will be completed. 


Mr. E. G. Squier, Author of The States of Central America, gave a most 
interesting paper on Monday last, at the Geographical Society’s Meeting, on 
the Lake Tojoa, in Honduras. 


During the month of January, 303 books were published in Great Britain, 
including new editions, pamphlets, and sermons, and in France 1037. 


The Canada press (says the Canadian News) now numbers 20 daily news 
papers, 156 weekly, and 33 issued tri-weekly and semi-weekly, making a 
total of 209 public journals in Canada, east and west. These are distributed 
over 88 cities, towns, and villages. The smallest amount of population in 
these places enjoying the luxury of a newspaper range from 200 upwards. 
The greatest circulation of a daily journal is 5v00 copies; and of the weekly 
journals, 75,000 is the highest issue. The newspapers of New Brunswick, 
Nova Scotia, Newfoundland, and Prince Edward’s Island, not included in 
the above, number from 40 to 50, and are chiefly weekly publications. 


The French papers record very indifferent success attending the Lamar- 
tine subscription; but on the other hand, that his earnings continue great. 
The Siecle publishes its seventh Lamartine subscription list. The donations 
are very small. The highest sum appears to be 100f., and the lowest one 
penny, or ten centimes. The most frequent sums are 10f., 5f., 20f. As a 
contrast to this, a paragraph states that M. Hachette, the publisher, has 
already paid Lamartine 340,000 francs (£14,000) for his “ Monthly Course of 
Literature.” 

The British North American press sends out two handsome 8vo. volumes, 
comprising the speeches and public letters of the Hon. Joseph Howe, an old 
and leading Royalist of the British provinces, who died in 1835, at the ad- 
vanced age of 83. They form an important contribution to Colonial Litera- 
ture and Colonial History. The province of Nova Scotia, of which Mr. Howe 
was a native, though of a moderate extent of territory, and a comparatively 
small population, would attain, if we are to judge from her resources or the 
character of men like Mr. Howe, a high position as an independent State, 
but for her provincial misfortune. Her maritime development is remark- 
able. By these speeches and state papers we learn that she already owns 
more tonnage than Chili, Peru, and Brazil put together, half as much as 
Holland, and nearly as much as Russia’s entire mercantile marine. Nor is 
she more deficient in material resources. Within less than three years her 
Legislature has voted swords to two heroes, who are Nova-Scotians, Gen. 
Fenwick Williams of Kars, and Gen. Inglis who so gallantly defended Luck- 
now. Cunard, another Nova-Scotian, has bridged the Atlantic, and a fourth, 
Sam Slick, is ranked among the favorite humorists of the age.

Goutp & Lincotn publish “The Life of John Milton: narrated in connec- 
tion with the Political, Ecclesiastical, and Literary Listory of his Time,” by 
David Masson, M. A., professor of English Literature in University College, 
London. ‘The author observes that, “ while his first object has been to nar- 
rate the Life of Milton fully, deliberately, and minutely, with as much of ad- 
ditional fact and illustration as might be supposed to result, even at this 
distance of time, from new research, and from a further examination of the 
old materials, he has not deemed it unfit, in the instance of such a Life, to 
allow the forms of Biography to overflow into those of History. In other 
words, it is intended to exhibit Milton’s Life in its connections with all the 
more notable phenomena of the period of British history in which it was east 
—its state-politics, its ecclesiastical variations, its literature and speculative 
thought.” This volume contains portraits and specimers of the hand-writing 
of Milton at different periods.
